QUALITY OF STORAGE ICE 


In reckoning the quantity of ice re- 
quired to be stored against next year's 
hot season, a cubic foot of ice weighs 
57% pounds. One ton of solid ice 
measures approximately 35 cubic feet. 
A consumption of 2 cubic feet (115 
pounds) per day for four months 
would amount to nearly seven tons. 
Allowing for waste when such a com- 
paratively small body of ice is stored, 
a building of 10 feet square and 10 
feet high will afford ample space for 
that quantity of ice, if it is carefully 
packed, Fifty pounds per day for four 
months would amount to three tons. 
Allowing for waste, a solid block of 
ice 6 feet square and 6 feet high 
should be sufficient, if properly stored. 


KINDS OF CHEESE 


The different kinds or types of 
cheese are roughly divided into hard, 
or pressed cheese, and soft, or un- 
pressed. The hard varieties include 
Cheddar, Cheshire, Swiss, Edam and 
other less known varieties. Among 
the soft cheeses, the most prominent 
are Camembert, Brie, Limburger, Pout 
I'Eveque, Gervais, Neufchatel and 
many kinds of cream cheese. Another 
class is the mouldy, or _ blue-veined 
cheese like Gorgonzola, Stilton, Ro- 
quefort, ete. The famous Oka cheese 
made by the Trappist monks at Oka, 
Quebec, is a cheese of medium texture 
and pronounced flavor. Canadian 
cheesemakers confine their activities 
almost wholly to the cheddar type. 


STOCKYARD MARKETING 


In order to secure’ uniformity of 
marketing practices, the establish- 
ment of fair marketing charges, and 


the protection of shippers’ interests, 
stockyard marketing of livestock is 
supervised and regulated by the Do- 
minion Livestock Branch. 


REGULATION PACKING FOR FOWL 


The Canadian standard regulation 
pack for chickens, fow] and guinea 
fowl is 12 birds to the box; for ducks, 
6 to 12 birds; for turkeys and geese, 
4, 6, 8, 10 or 12 birds to the box ac- 
cording to weight; and for pigeons, 1, 
2, 3,4 and 5 dozen to the box. 


FEW KANGAROOS IN AUSTRALIA 

The kangaroo business in Australia 
is not what it used to be, F. White, 
New South Wales, says. Ordinary 
people seldom see the animals. The 
kangaroo is one of many useless ani- 
mals in Australia, according to White. 
They may be used only for zoos and 
occasionally for hides, but are seen 
only in the interior regions,

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE 


By Lillian Patterson 


Were you cover alone in tho foreign 


district of a larre city, unable to 
understand a word of the conversa- 
tion which flowed about you on all 
sides? What a queer sensation it} 
gave you; how utterly lonely it made 
you feel! Then, perhaps, you sud- 
denly heard a sentence spoken in 
English. The person who spoke was 
as much a stranger to you as were} 
the other people on the street, but 
immediately you felt a strong bond 
between you, Esperanto is intended 
to make possible just such a bond 
between you. Esperanto is intended 
for international use-—-a common lan- 
guage. which all may employ, but 
which is not intended to supplant the 


national language of each 
merely to supplement it. 

There are 3,424 languages and 
lects spoken in the world today. Think 
of the difficulties this situation 
presents when an international 
vention is held! As a_ Girl 
leader remarked after attending an 
international meeting! 

“Unless an interpreter was present, 
Wwe sat and smiled at each other, It 
is said that a smile is the same in any 


language, but after a reasonable 
amount of smiling has taken place it 
really becomes rather embarrassing.” 

A well-known English education- 
alist, after attending a convention at 
Geneva, said: 

“With the best will in the world, 
from a social point of view, Geneva 
remained appallingly national. Very 


largely we consorted with those 
spoke our own tongue. We could not 
choose friends where we were at- 
tracted to do so, Halting gestures of 
friendship died painfully on lips 
striving to mumble a few incoherent 
phrases in German and French. 

We sometimes feel that English 
should be used as an_ international 
language. However, many other na- 
tions feel the same way about their 
language. French, Spanish, and Ger- 
man have all been mentioned for this 
purpose. There are two outstanding 
reasons why no modern language 
would probably ~be universally ac- 
cepted for this use. 

First, because any one of them re- 
quires several years’ study to attain 
any degree of proficiency. Pronuncia- 
tion and construction are difficult 
unless it is possible to hear the lan- 
guage spoken every day. An _ inter- 
national language should be simple 
enough to be mastered in a com- 
paratively short time; words should be 
pronounced exactly as spelled, 

Second, there is the matter of na- 
tional pride, It is indeed doubtful if 
the nations could agree upon any one 


language, because of. the prestige such 
action would give the national lan- 
guage thus honored, 


Esperanto is an artificial language 
which meets the requirements of an 
international tongue. It is easily 
learned, there being but sixteen fun- 
damental rules of grammar, with no 
exceptions. Pronunciation is simple, 
words are pronounced as spelled, and 


the accent always falls on the next 
to the last syllable of every word. 
The number of root words is com- 


paratively small, since new words are 
made by combining root words or by 
adding prefixes or suffixes. The 
alphabet is the same as English, ex- 
cept that four letters are omitted——- 
qa, W, xX, y--and six letters are added 
é, & h, j, 8 Q--that is, each of these 
letters is used twice, once plain and 
once with a diacritical mark, Nouns 
always end in 0; tablo, table; lando, 
country. Plural nouns are formed by 
adding the letter j, the accusative by 
adding n, and the genitive and the 
dative are indicated by using de and 
al before the word, Adjectives always 
end in at bona, good; nova, new. 
Adverbs always end in e: bone, well.

Proposals have been submitted to 
the League of Nations that “the teach- 
ing of Esperanto be made general in 
the public schools of the whole world 
practical and popular means of 
international intercourse, in no way 
calculated to prejudice the age-long 
prestige of civilized national tongues,” 

Every year we are coming into 
closer contact with other nations. 
Trips abroad are now within the 
means of people in moderate circum- 
stances However, when such trips 
are taken the traveller is seldom able 
to converse freely with the people of 
the many countries he visits. Usually 
he is restricted to conversation with 
those who speak English, a large num- 
ber of whom are hotel clerks, police- 
men, porters, and railroad employees, 
A knowledge of Esperanto would add
